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VICTOR    ERNEST    NESSLER. 

Victor  Eknest  Nessler,  composer  of  "The  Piper  of  Hamelin,"  was  born,  28th 
January,  1841,  at  his  father's  parsonage  of  Baldenheim,  at  Schlettstadt,  in  Alsace — at  that  time  French 
territory.  His  musical  gifts  were  developed  at  an  unusually  early  age,  and  when  only  three  years  old, 
he  played  melodies  by  ear  on  the  pianoforte.  At  the  age  of  seven  he  went  with  his  family  to  Bare, 
near  Strasburg,  and  began  to  study  harmony  under  the  organist  Wenmung.  Although  his  love  of 
music  was  great,  and  was  stimulated  by  the  constant  practice  of  it  in  his  family  circle,  his  other  studies 
were  not  neglected,  and  when  fourteen  years  old,  he  entered  the  Gymnase  at  Strasburg,  where  he 
subsequently  obtained  a  Bachelor's  degree.  He  continued  his  musical  studies  under  Theophilus  Stern, 
and  Ludwig  Liebe,  and  produced  a  High  Mass,  and  other  ecclesiastical  works.  His  early  career  in  this 
respect  resembles  that  of  Gounod. 

Nessler's  first  operatic  work,  Fleurette,  was  produced  at  Strasburg,  and  its  striking  success 
decided  his  future.  Abandoning  all  other  studies,  he  resolved  to  devote  himself  entirely  to  that  of 
music,  and  established  himself  at  Leipzig,  where  he  studied  under  David,  Moscheles,  Berndorf,  Reinecke, 
and  Hauptmann.  While  at  Leipzig,  he  wrote  numerous  part-songs  and  other  compositions  for  the 
Miinner-Singer-Verein,  and  became  director  of  several  choral  associations,  while  constantly  occupied  in 
the  composition  of  operatic  works.  The  following  were  successively  produced  at  Leipzig : — 
"  Dorniischer's  Brau/fahtt,"  (1867);  "  Am  Alexandtrtage"  "  Dtr  JS'achi  uac/tttt,"  and  "  hmingarde," 
ail  of  which  met  with  great  success. 

"  Der  Ratten/anger  von  Ham<bi,"  (The  Ratcatcher  of  Hamelin),  entitled  The  Piper  of 
Hamelin  in  the  English  version,  was  produced  at  Leipzig  in  1879,  and  at  once  raised  Nessler  to  the 
pinnacle  of  fame.  During  the  last  two  years  it  has  been  repeatedly  performed  at  Berlin,  Dresden, 
Munich,  Hanover,  Leipzig,  and  other  musical  centres,  and  over  500  representations  of  it  have  been 
given  since  it  was  first  produced.  His  latest  opera,  "  Der  Wilde  Jager,"  (Leipzig,  11th  December, 
1881,)  has  been  much  admired,  but  does  not  seem  likely  to  attain  the  wide  and  enduring  popularity  of 
The  Piper  of  Hamelin.  The  fame  of  the  latter  work  has  attracted  general  attention,  and  versions 
of  it  are  about  to  be  produced  in  England,  America,  Australia,  and  Prance.  The  legend  on  which  it  is 
founded  has  been  made  familiar  to  English  readers  by  Mr.  Robert  Browning's  poem,  "  The  Pied  Piper 
of  Hamelin,"  and  has  been  ably  adapted  to  scenic  purposes  by  Friediich  Hofmann,  the  author  of  the 
German  libretto. 

Nessler  still  holds  the  position  oi  Director  of  the  Stadt  Theatre,  Leipzig,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  he  may  enrich  the  operatic  repertory  with  other  Avorks  as  melodious,  well  constructed,  and 
powerfully  interesting  as 

The    Piper    of    Hamelin.
